AUTOMOBILES 


. sPhat all of Europe is not entirely “flat broke” 
is,indicated by the figures just released by the de- 
. pattment of commerce. to the effect that theré is art 
increasingly heavy foreign demand for American 
passénger automobiles and' automobile trucks. During 
the month of August for which figures are now com- 
plete just $29,224,681 worth of automotive products 
were exported from the United States. At the same 
time Canada sent out two million dollars worth of 
‘automobiles. The export figures are above those of 
June and July and compare very favorably with the 
figures during the spring months, when the automobile 
business is always greater. : 

The: United States and Canada shipped out 37,- 
671 passenger cars and trucks during August, the 
number being greater than the number in the month of 
May. The increase over the shipments in June and 
July was over 40 per cent. 

Argentine took the greatest number of American 
cars, but there was a big increase in the demand from 
Italy, Denmark, Great Britain and Beligum. The 
‘only countries which showed a decrease in our auto- 
thobile business were Mexico, Cuba and New Zea- 
land. ,

‘and packed down until it is from six inches to a foot 
deep. Instead of disturbing this well packed base. 
Marion County has had it covered with four inches | 
of asphaltic concrete which protects it from the water] 
and absorbs the impact of traffic. Some of this pave- 
ment is now ten years old, has required little or na 
maintenance expense and is in as good condition as 
when first laid. 

_ This type of road construction gives full value 
for every dollar expénded in hauling rock onto a road, 
and secures a high grade type of pavement at from 
one-half to one-third the cost often involved in road 
paving programs which overlook the salvage value of 
old highways. tes

The rule for restoring powdered 
miik to liquid whole milk is as fol- 
lows:- 1 cup of water to 4 table- 
spoonfuls or % measuring-cup of 
the powder. 

A good, standard cake may be 
made by creaming together 14 cup 
butter and 1 cup sugar; adding 
beaten yolks of 3 eggs; sifting 1 
cup flour with 3 teaspoons baking- 
powder, and stirring these in alter- 
nately with % cup’ of reliquified 
powdered milk. Add 1 teaspoon 
vanilla, and fold in the egg whites 
beaten very stiff. Bake in moder- 
ate oven, in layer or loaf-cake tin. 
Or, evaporated milk may be used. - 
This, also, is pure whole milk from 
which a large part of the water has 
been removed and which has been 
processed in such a way as to re- 
tain Tts purity. It needs only, to be 
diluted: with.an equal’ part of water 
to have a milk equal in richness 
to fluid milk of ‘standard quality. 


The powdered milk may bé used 
to make a good chocolate fudge 
frosting, thus:- 144 cups brown 
sugar, 2 tablespoons syrup, 1 table- 
spoon butter, % cup reliquified 
powdered milk, 1 square chocolate. 
Cook slowly-for fifteen minutes, 
or until it forms a soft ball when 
dropped in cold water. Cool for 
ten minutes and beat until creamy, 

Whipped cream may be madé 
from evaporated milk and poured 
over a plain cake. This is dqne by 
cooking the milk in a double-boiler 
for five minutes, stirring constant- 
ly; then cool (also stirring), and 
set on ice until ready for whipping. 
Canned pineapple may be used in 
cither. the filling, or in the cake, it- 
self. Cocoanut, moist or dry, comes 
ready to mix with boiled icing, or 
to use in the cake batter itself. A 
ready-made marshmallow: filling 
also comes in cans. :
